Beginning  art  teaches  the  bas¬ 
ics  of  drawing,  water  colors,  textures, 
impressionistic  paintings,  and  weaving.  The  vari¬ 
ous  medias  are  also  introduced.

One  semester  courses  at  M.  H.  S.  provide  a  varia¬ 
tion  from  the  standard  year-long-  courses.  Sev¬ 
eral  of  the  classes  were  formed  on  the  basis  of 
student  desire  for  their  addition  to  the  cur¬ 
riculum. 

The  basics  of  modern  living  can  be  picked  up  in 
economics,  international  relations,  driver’s  train¬ 
ing,  and  health  and  safety.
